‘Peking, Feb. Il. 

Yesterday's meeting of the 
Cabinet was the fiest at which all 
the raembers were present, when 
they lengtbily discussed the 
finances. 

The funds at present svailable. 
consisting of thr December 
salt surplus of $3,600,000 releas. 
ed by the Yokohama Specie 
Bank, and the $2.040.009 of 
Debentures from the Chinese 
banks, are not sufficient afte: 
paying off the recent Treasury 
debentures for the full payment of 
the troops, the police and officials. 

The Uabines, therefore, decided 
to pay e-certain percentage only. 

Even this is only possible in 
and around Peking, and there 
are no funds at present for the 
provincial military and admin- 
istrative expenses. 

The January salt surplus may 
be released within two or three 
days, whonitwill be possible topay 
the Paotingfu and Loyang troops.

A leading London paper, we 
see, is inclined toregard ta recent 
happenings in Turkey as one of 
the most remarkable abject 
lessons in the practice of Ortensal 
diplomacy ever’ given to Europe. 
It paints out that Ismet Pasha 
finds bimself alone and empty- 
handed after having been actually 
offered and pressed to accept 
tercos of settlemeat and guar- 
(antees of security such as Turkey 
neve: before enjoyed. The treaty 
which the Turks have turned 
down is well described as em- 
bodying the most liberal concea- 
sions ever made to a- vanquished

After bearing in mind all that 
has happened during the past 
féw aeoks, we cannot resist the 
that all. the way 
through. the piecd? Turkey ‘has 
been’ playing a huge game of 
bluff. Under threats of hoatile 
action, she succeeded in obtain-

tresty. Then more oluff was 
tried. The authorities at Smyrna 
demanded that all foreign war- 
ships exceeding 1,009 tons should 
leave port by a specified time, 
this move being mainly directed 
against Britain, who had spurned 
overtures for a separate peace. 
But instead of the ships leaving, 
Vice-Acmiral Nicholson entered 
on the light cruiser Curacoa, 
went ashore, informed the 
Turkish commander that the 
Powers did not recognise the 
proposed restrictions and waro- 
ing bim that he bad orders to 
return fire in case of any hostile 
act, What happened? The Turks 
soon began to explain away 
their order to foreign warxhips 
by stating that it had no 
particular reference to the 
Allies and that it bas now been 
held in abeyence pending the 
settlement of other points. Now 
news comes to hand of s new 
ultimatum giving the Allies three 
days in which to leave Smyros, 
Is this another bit of bluf?

I¢ the Turks dally rouch 
longer, they may find that in 
grasping at the shadow they 
have lost the bone.

The ‘Opium Trafic. 


The question of opium in Chins 
presents a subject which would be 
humorous but for the serious 
issues involved, The opium 
traffic has been condemned, but 
still goeson. Thegradual decrease 
of sales in the British Eastern 
dependencies, brought about: bs 
an increase in the price, has re- 
sulted in a greater consumption 
of alcohol and cocaine. In the 
meantime the wovernment re 
venues have benefitted consider- 
ably through the virtual monopoly 
exercised in, the opium trade. 
The comparatively recent fiat of 
the League of Nations, endorsed 
by Britain among othet nations, 
will result in this source of 
revenue being lost eventually, but 
there ate other ways and means 
of balancing the budget. A suk- 
gestion by Sir F. a. Aglen that 
the Chinese opium dealings be 
licensed acd a monopoly for 
revenue-produciag purposes be 
created, is mecticg with opposi- 
tion from the Shanghai branch of 
the International Anti-Opium As- 
sociation. . But as long as these 
anti-opitm people have no? ac- 
tually suppressed the trafic they 
might see thatitis an opportunity 
of obtaining further revenue 
ing wasted. Actually, we think 
that opium does far less harm to 
‘the mass of its consumers than 
the substitutes that attempted 
suppression is already bringing 
on the market. 

Our Water Supply. 

A drive past some of this 
Colony’s main reservoirs of fresh 
water yesterday gave us 
furiously to think. The absence 
of actual anxiaty a3 to our water 
supply is due to the certainty of 
heavy rainfalls during the next 
few months, else the present 
levels in the reservoirs would be 
cause for much concern. It is 
seldom that the waters fall so 
low. The past four months have 
been almost unprecedentedly dry, 
and only the precautions by the 
authorities hare keptsupplies from 
being still further taxed. The 
substantial concession being made 
ta the Chinese community oa the 
occasion of their New Year, a8 
announced on Saturday, will, we 
trust, be fully appreciated. Four 
days, full supply is being per- 
mitted. Any restriction of the 
usual allowance thas has to be 
enforced will no doubt ba under- 
stood by the Chinese as a rea 
necessity for the normal safety 
of uur water supplies, We have 
seen droughts in other lands, 
twhere people eventually fought 
like animals round the only 
available sources of supply. 
Fortunately nothing of that kind 
is likely here. |

“The toad igssuch a tiny creature) 
that he seetns of titth: use to uy. | 
jut toads also have become in- 
struments of research. Numerous 
species of insects tly or creep oF 
come to the authace only at night, 
and consequently are dificult to 
collec:. Toads are nisht-feeders, 

and eat all kinds of insects. 

A number of them are, there- 
fore, turned loose at sunset in 
the neighbourhood frequented by 
the desired moths or beetles. A 
toad lassces its prey with its 
long flexible tongue, and 
bolts it whole,  whea 
pressure is applied, they diszorge 
the insects, which sometimes 
are not only uninjured but even| 
alive! | 

HOW THEY SAVED SUAVE, 

But perhaps the most remark- | 
asic instance of the toad's utility 
was manifested in Jamaica, 
where at one time the sugar crop 
was endangered by the ravages 
of a large kind of rat, called the 
cane or supar-esting rat, a cres- 
ture ten inches long. 

They multiplied to an alarming 
extent. As many as. 200,000 were 
Killed in single States in one 
year. But slaughter did not seem 
to diminish their numbers, and 
they actually overpowered and 
ate the cats, ferrete, and mon- 
gooses brought over to fight them. 

Things. wert from kad to worse.! 
The Cuban bulldog ans, a terribly 
venomous creature, was imported 
from the neighbouring island, and 
while it harassed the rats tosome 
extent there was littie change in 
the state of affairs. 

Atlast a few'piant toads from 
S-uth America were introduced. 
They spread over Jamaica, eating 
up the young rats, at the same 
time being immune from attacks 
by the full grown rodents. 
this way the pests were destroyed 
and the canes saved,

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COLOURING FOR POISONS. 


New Regulation Suggested. 


The desirability of uaing dis- 
tinctive colouring for poisons 
forms the subject of correspon- 
dence between the Privy Council 
and the Pharmacenzical Society 
which is given in fullin e recent 
issoe of the “Pharmaceutical 
Journal and Pharmaci:t.” 

The Privy Council wrote aSk- 
ing whether the proposal was a 
practicable and gerful one. The 
Society replied that the Council 
of the Society had teferred the 
question of its 
from a Pharmaceutical point of 
yiew to the Codex Committee. 

The Codex Committee reported 
that, as a tentative and experi- 
mentalreguiation, theB.P.solation 
of strvchine hydrocblor.de might 
receive colour to the extent of 
0.00-4 part by weight of brilliant 
green in 100 parra by volume of 
the solution. 

They recommended the use of 
brilliant green in preference to 
methyt violet as being more dis- 
tinctive. The action of reagents 
on the dye was not likely, in 
their opiaion, to prove incon- 
yeniect to dispensers or to the 
public. 

This report was sent to the 
Privy Council with an intimation 
that tba Council of the Society 
had accepted the suggestica. 
jt ware considered that the best 
way of giving effoct to it would 
be by a regulation under section 
XV ofthe Pharmacy Act, 186%, 
tha Council would be prepared to 
subrait such a regulation for the 
approval of the Privy Council. 
It would be necessary, also, that 
the formuls in the pharme- 
copoeia should be altered 30 a8 to 
include the brilliznt greeo.

Original Decision Reversed.”
